No 
one knew the nature of the political

The cablegram 
waa taken to the cabinet beard and 
fully discussed there. The admiral, it 
ia said, possibly feels that the moral 
eCect of the preeence of the big ahip'

Former CommUtary General Bagaa TOUa 
of Arm/ Beef Contraota. 

Washington. Feb. 24,— Former Com- 
missary Qeperal ^karles P. Bagao re- 
sumed his teiiilteoiiy' bef»M 'the court 
of Inquiry Inveatigatlng the beef 
charges. Recurring to the contract re- 
ijulremeiits, he e.-cpiuiiud that Swift & 
Company were wholly reaponalble for 
the beef until delivered to the govern- 
ment officials at the points, designated 
by tbe department The clause requir- 
ing beef to keep 72 hours after leaving 
the refrigerator waa inserted, he said, 
at his instance after the concerna de- 
clared they could prepare It so as to 
keep that long. Explaining farther he 
said : 

"Suppose a commissary should make 
requisition at Sajitiago for 20.000 
pounds ot beef, should secure It from 
the ship and take proper take of It, 
retaining it In the shade, and it should 
spoil within 72 hours, the contractors 
would not be paid for it." 

Many vouchers for beef had been 
paid, he ssid, and he preaamed deduc- 
tions for spoiled beef bad been made, 
though he did not know. He under- 
stood through Colonel Osgood that 
beef had been rejected by commands 
when in fact It wta aweet and perfect- 
ly good. , 

Canned roast beef waa declared by 
commissary officials at Tampa as thf 
best solution of the fresh beef problem 
until circumatances were such as would 
admit the prooHPt delivery and uao of 
refrigerated beef. Reports received 
showed without exception that the na- 
tive beef wa« not nearly so satisfactory 
as the refrigerated beef. The latter 
tenda to dlaplaoe beef oi| the hoof 
wharoTer both are e^vally available.

Washington. Feb. 24.— Immediately 
liter the reeding of the Journal in the 
house an agreement was reached to 
limit debate on the army appropriation 
bill to five haMn,,and.lt was i taken 
up at once. 

Mr. J<riinaon (R. Ind.). who made 
vigorous oppoaltlon to the army re 
organization bill while it was beforif 
the house, secured 30 minutes in which 
he delivered a moat remiirkable and 
■eensatlonal spsseh* arraigning the ad- 
ministration. In bitter terms for Its 
alleged imperialistic program.. It was 
carefully prepared and read from man 
uscript, quite contrary to Mr. John- 
son's usual custom. 

He referred In^epening to the recent 
banquet In Boston attended by the 
president and members of his cabinet. 
He paid his respects to Secretary Al- 
ger, w ho, he said, had been retained in 
the cabinet deaplts hto Incompetency 
on sccount n( hto oontributlons to ths 
campaign funi OC 1896. Secretary 
Long also came In for his share of 
irony. He had the audacity, Mr. 
Jobnaon said, to respect tbe baaeleas 
charge that those opposed to ratlflca- 
tlon of tbe treaty were responsible for 
the bloodshed In the Philippllnes. As 
Mr. .Johnson proceeded his remarkable 
utterances fairly amaaed members of 
the house who gathered In the aisles 
to listen. 

Christianizing with the sword and 

civilizing with cannon, he declared, 
was the administration's policy. The 
president's speech at the Boston ban- 
quet Mr. Johnson declared, was tbe 
most dislngottloas that ever fell from 
the lips of a chief executive. "Apart 
from its platitudes and professions of 
virtue it was," he said, "a carefully 
devised and atudled misstatement ot 
facts." 

Ainaced the nanaa. 
The sensation Mr. Johnson was cre- 
ating increased aa be likened the pres- 
ident to Pecksniff. If the president 
really felt that congress should deter- 
mine upon the future of the Philip- 
pines, he asked why the president did 
not call congress In extra session, and 
then keep bis hands off. He charged 
that the president coerced tbe senate 
into ratifying the treaty; that he 
would not permit a vote on the Bacon 
resolution, dnd only alldw.il the Mi 
Enery resolution, which meant nothing, 
to pass In order to lull the opposition 
of the country to sleep while he went 
ahead waging relentless war agsinst 
a helplssa people, strugi^lng fbr lib- 
erty. 

How the two-thirds vote to ratify 
the treaty was secured, Mr. Johnson 
said, only the president eonid tell. The 
people did not endorse the action of the 
aenate. If the president could hush 
the noise of the self-seekers about him 
he would hear, not the tread of the 
100.000 men wheaa he deslrOd to en- 
force hto erueade against liberty, but 
the murmuHngs of the mighty army of 
the American people who would over- 
throw blm in the end. The true cause 
of the president's change of attitude 
toward the fl^Ulpplfvaa, Mr. Johnson 
declared, waa to be ftmnd In the de- 
mands of selfish capitalists. They 
were the gentlemen he said who had 
furniahed Vb» x^ftaty for hla nomina- 
tion and election, and he had no 
doubt they had already pledged him a 
renomination and a re-election. 

He charged that these men uad al- 
ready seized valuable concessions In 
China, which tbe afcqulaitlon of the 
nUHppHai' wMld bensAt Us) said 
vast eoneeoalons had alTsady been 
granted In ^rto Rleb lAd Cuba, and 
he had no doubt the board created by 
the president would farm out valuable 
franchises to Americans which proper- 
ly bdongad to tka aatlm of those 
tatandt.^ ' "

Washington, Feb. 24.— it was re- 
ported that there has been a bitch in 
the progress in tbe army reorganisa- 
tion bin, owing to tbe refusal of the 
Democrats to accept that provision of 
the compromise bill which carries 
with it the increase of staff provided 
for in the Hull bill. 

While the foregoing view was ex- 
pressed at tbe war depsrtment, at the 
capital senators generally accepted 
the compromise as a foregone conclu- 
sion. So far as there has been any 
expression of opinion such a bill will 
be accepted, bot even thta will not go 
through without debate. Some sena- 
tors hesitate to give up the provision 
for the enlistment of native trbops in 
the Islands, while others indicate de- 
termined hostility to this provision If 
It should not be changed. 

Rf presentatlve Hull, chairman of 
thr hniiso military committee, during 
the debate on the army appropriation 
bill had read as a part of his reoMfta 
what be said probably will be tbe com- 
promise measure tor the reorganisation 
of the army. Genfrally sp'iiking, it 
agrees wMth the ©utliiie already pub- 
lished. 

Mr. Sewall took the floor in the sen- 
ate to make a speech in support of the 
army bill, urging action. He made a 

statement to the effect that 20,000 sol- 
diers would be needed in vJuba, which 
waa challenged by Mr. Foraken the lat- 
ter saying that tho military commltts* 

had put tbe number at 12,000 Hi^ ex- 
pressed the opinion that the United 
States would soon be at war with Cu- 
ba, and said very decisive action waa 
necessary in the Philippines. 

The river snd harbor bill was then 
taken up and tbe Nicaragua canal 
amendment was reached. 

The NicariiRiia cunal amendment to 
the river .nnd harbor bill was held tO 
be In order by a vote of 51 to 7.

The frozen pipe was only heated to about 
sixty degrees Fahr, but this was quite 
sufficient to rapidly clear oat the ice.
